Yuan Tseh Lee，a _ chemistry pPIo- 
fessor at UC Berkeley，was honored 
with 1986 Nobel Prize in Chemistry 
(Shared with Harvard's Dudley Her- 
Schbach and the University of 
Toronto's John Polanyi) for develop- 
ing the field of reaction dynamics. 

He did his postdoctoral work 
with Herschbach at Harvard，where 

- he developed the first technique 
that allowed the Scientists to 
determine how atoms and molecules

Lee has gone on to provide a 
fundamental understanding of the 
mechanisms involved in a broad 
range of chemical reactions.

production.

Chinese Hospital Posts First Deficit， 
May Seek More to Well-to-do Patients 


SAN FRANCISCO - For the first 
time in its history，the 87-year-old 
Chinese Hospital has sustained a 
loss，according to Dr. Rolland Lowe， 
a director of the hospital. 

Lowe told the Samr Frarciyco 
CHhromicle that "the hospital Imay go0 
out of business 证 we dont do 
Something about it pretty soon." 

The operating deficit for fiscal 
1986 was $300,000. The hospital has 
been badly hurt by shrinking gov- 
ernment health care Subsidies，and 
hospital executives fear the annual 
deficit could widen. 

Lowe told the_ Chronicle that one 
possible solution is to invest in 
facilities that can attract more 
well-to-do Chinese professionals to 
use the hospital，、Insurance compa- 
nies pay more for the same Proce- 
dures than government health insur- 
ance programs，including Medicare 
and Medi-Cal. 

At present，70% of the 2,.000 
in-patients treated each year at the 
60-bed hospital are insured only by 
Medicare，the federal health insur- 
ance Program for seniors and dis- 
abled，or Medi-Cal，the state insur- 
ance PIOogram for those who can't 
afford health services. 

The hospital industry's average 
for government insured patients is 
309%2. or less，Lowe said，so Chinese 
Hospital has been hit harder than 
other hospitals by government cut- 
backs. 


Our aim is to bring that ratio of 
goOvernment-subsidized patients down 
to 309%2,”Paul Rader， ChineseHospi- 
tals executive director told the 
CArorzicle. 


ASKED FOR ADVICE 


The hospital has asked Corning 区 
Associates，a hospital management 
firm，for advice on how to win 
back the affluent Chinese who have 
moved out of Chinatown. 

Lowe noted that the hospital will 
consider investing only in new 
facilities that can generate Suffi- 
ciant income to cover their COst. 
Despite pressing need，for example 
new nursing facilities for the 
elderly were rejected because they 
are not "financially viable" Lowe 
Said. 

But hospital officials Support the 
expansion of obstetric facilities， 
because they cater the the better- 
of Chinese couples who want IOre 
children. 

Rader said that the hospital is 
not cutting back on health care to 
the poor，but that efforts to_ entice 
more affiuent patients are aimed at 
ensuring the hospitals financial 

health. 

“Ihe hospital，with an annual 
budget of some 412 million，has 
中 Own too large to depend on dona- 
tions 人 fom the Chinese communiiy 
for survival" Rader said. 
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More Charges Against 
In East Bay Molestation Case

Zrzbure education Teporter Lynn 
Kidder wrote an article last week 
about the second young woman who 
has accused Bret Harte principal 
Dennis Smith of molesting her，As 
you may recall，I spoke of the first 
case in an column titled "Blaming 
the Victim"”(EAH 11/19). 

While that' case was dropped by 
the DAS office for lack of support- 
ive _ evidence (it all boiled down to 
her word against his)， another 
woman has come forward to file 
charges against Smith. 

了 Kidder was able to interview the 
young woman who was identified as 
an 18-year- old Filipina immigrant 
Who claims to have been molested 
by Smith when she was a student 
at Bret Harte. 

Like the young woman in the 
first case，She Sought out Smith's 
counsel when she was having a dif- 
ficult time at home.， From the age 
of Six She had been severely beaten 
by her father and neither her 
mother nor her Siblings would help 
her. They had rationalized the 
beatings as being her fault -- she 
was 3a problem child. When she 
turned 15，her father began to 
Iake Sexual advances in addition to 
the physical abuse. 

Smith proved to be a very sympa- 
thetic listener and Supported her 
through the hard times，When her 
family rejected her for accusing the 
father of abuse，resulting in his 
fleeing the country ,from prosecu- 
tion，Smith became her sole emo- 


tional Support throughout the 
ordeal. 
Although the girls family 


remains alienated from her to this 
day，she does not regret reporting 
her father. 

" 工 will never let anyone Step on 
me again and let my dreams be 
crushed to pieces，she Said. 


SEXUAL COMPONENT 

But，according to the Filipina， 
Smith's support turned out to have 
a Sexual component.， On Valentine's 
Day 1986，Smith alledgedly asked 
the then 16-year-old girl to perform 
3a Sexual act. 

She had not reported the incident 
at the time nor even when the first 
8girPs charges were publicized in 
November，because She had thought

It was only after police told her 
that allegations of sexual miscon- 
duct involved three other girls that 
She agreed to come forward. 

Hearing this from police 
destroyed the memory of the rela- 
tionship. "It was something I would 
always treasure in my hearb” she 
Says.'"T always thought I was the 
only one,， 工 didn't think he was 
involved with other girls." 

After the earlier columana was 
published，women wrote to me tel- 
ling me of similar concerns about 
the first case， Well-meaning Support- 
ers of Smith had，by their unrelent- 
ing Support of the man，made the 
victim out to be a liar. 

In .an advertisement they :pur- 
chased in the Tire on Nov， 18， 
they flatly stated that there was 
"one victim ”in the case -- namely 
Dennis Smith. What was the girl 
then? 


Smiths Supporters had and have 
committed a_ serious affront to the 
young woman who came forward to 
accuse the popular Principal， In 
their frantic desire to retain Smith， 
they trampled over the integrity of 
the girl who first reported the 
incident， What damage have they 
done to other young people who 
somehow must gather up the cour- 
age to report Sexual abuse? 

Reliable Sources，who wish to 
Iemain anonymous，have told me 
that siblings of the girl have been 


Subjected to verbal abuse and 
threats by Bret Harte Students. 
While the individual youths- 


involved may be responsible for 
their cruel taunts and accusations， 
it is the adults -- Parents，teachers 
and other School staft -- by their 
public and vocal support，implicitly 
give permission for this kind of 
behavior. 

In a situation like this where 3 
trusted adult is accused of such a 
despicable crime by a child，it is 
far better to neither condemn nor 
exOnorate the accused before he has 
his day in court. 

To do otherwise is unfair to the 
accuser and to the accused. 

The man described in the Fili- 
pina'Ss Story is a very complex 
individual，full of caring and 
empathy for his students, He sounds 
like the kind of person who was 
always there for his students. 
Unfortunately this same man may ，

Early Chinese American Cantonese Rhymes 


Smash Stereotypes of Chinese, Says Scholar 


By KAREN RINGUETTE 


SAN FRANCISCO - The Chinese 
who 'emigrated to the United States“were 
not detached from the greatersociety "even 
if they did not speak English. That is the 
conclusion that Dr. Marlon K. Hom,，asso- 
ciate professor of Asian Americam litera- 
ture at SF State，draws after translat- 
ing 220 Cantonese rhymes written by Chi- 
nese imrmnigrants， 

The rhymes _ are only one-eighth of 
1,640 that appear in two antholiogies pub- 
lished in San Francisco Chinatown in 1911 
and 1915，representing，to Hom's knowl- 
edge，the largest collection of Cantonese 
Poetry in the United States. Hom's trans:- 
lations comprise Sonss of Gold Movwmtain : 
Cantonese Rhymes from San Framcisco Chind- 
IOwm，which was issued last month by the 
University of California Press， 

Hom will discuss the poems and early 
Chinese American literature in a talk on 
“The Emotional: Experience of Chinese 
Americans as Expressed in Their Creative 
Writing”at 7 pm Friday，December 18，in 
the _ community room of the Chinese Cul: 
ture Center 750 Kearny Street. The public 
is invited. 

The poetry is“outrageous，”says Hom. 
“hey smash the images and stereotypes of 
Chinese” 

For the young and old alike who may 
read the translated poetry Hom speculartes， 
“They will see some interesting things. 
They may not realize that the immigrants 
were diversihed. They were funny;，they 
laughed at themselves. They experienced 
the whole spectrum of emotion”This is 
unlike the Chinese American image of the 
“old days”where suffering and discourage- 
ment were thought to have consumed im- 
migrantsS.

This is why the rhymes prove valu- . 


able. The 1640 poems represent more than 
30 categories of subject matter Hom ex- 
plains, In his translations，he groups them 
into 11 categories. One is the immigration 
process.“People tell how they felt about 
the procedures; they question it. They talk 
about freedom,”he says. They also discuss 
discrimination against Chinese, and，Hom 
notes, this is even earlier than the poetry of 
the Chinese who were sentto Angel Island， 
which was during 1910-1940， 

Another category of rhymes Hom de- 
scribes is how the Chinese felt about life in 
the United States, including hardships and 
trying to hnd employment， Still another 
describes how immigrants missed their fam- 
ily life in the US, since often husbands were 
separated from wives. 

Other rhymes reveal the immigrants' 
wishes ftor wealth and success. In this re- 
spect，and many others，says Hom,“The 
Chinese were not different from any other 
people. They had dreams of economic Suc- 
cess and Opportunities” 

The Chinese describe their views re- 
8garding the Americanization Process in the 
poetry， says Hom.“They looked at the old 
values and wondered how the young would 
view these. “What would be the conmse- 
quences of being born in the United 
States7 ”they wondered. 

Additionally，their rhymes were a 
vehicle for social commentary. “They 
looked at social issues in Chinatown， such 
as opium-smoking，gambling and prostitu- 
tion”saysHom. They also were concerned 
about edual rights and were aware of the 
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suffrage movement，he notes， 

The rhymes are anonymous and“not 
given any authorship”Hom .says，He says 
he suspects they were all written by men， 
although some were written in the persona 
of women. Poetry, he explains, was a popu- 
lar form of literature，modeled after folk 
literature，and probably used as“games to 
play" for some of the immigrant men. 

Born in Sunwui，China, 40 years ago， 
Hom arrived in the US in 1962. Prior to 
joining San Francisco State two years ago， 
he taught at UCLA，with his feld of re- 
sponsibility Asian American literature. As 
a teacher he says,， he wanted to expose his 
students to the language and literature of 
Chinese Americans，but resources wete 
“very limited” 

He frst became aware ofthe rhymes in 
1981 through_ Chinese American historian 
Him Mark Lai. He needed material and was 
drawn to the Cantonese collection.， He 
then began in 1983 to translate the rhymes 
“on and o 侍 ” 

“There is so little Chinese American 
literature that anything that comes out is 
viewed as important”Hom speculates， 

The information about Chinese Armner- 
icans obtained through “research and schol- 
arship contains certain specihcs，but there 
is no _ personal，direct participants inputy” 
says Hom, in the rhymes, he notes“here is 
evidence of their view.” 

Even China did not have the equiva- 
lent of such poetry published，Hom says， 
nothing that San Francisco Chinatown was 
“vibrant”as the headquarters for Chinese 
immigrants. ln the 1970s, a Chinese Poetry 
club in San Francisco Chinatown published 
some traditional poetry. Howevern， says 
Hom, they lacked the originality and ideas 
of the Cantonese collection，

My sense is that Spielberg，still a 
kid himselft identifies with the boy 
who wants to pilot planes and 
wheel and deal.， After all，even in 
刁 丰 ，Spielberg identified with the 
kids fying through the air. 


The combination of romantism 
and prison realism undercuts the 
anti-war Imessage that Spielberg 
intended. 

人 7zpire of the Su has stunning 
imagry and Power that puts it 训 
the category of one of the finest 
flms this year. 

But overshadowed by the raw 
genius of the 人 旬 m is Spielberg's 
irritating tendency to .stereotype. 
The Japanese characters are Per- 
ilously close to the portrayals of 
Japanese in the rabid films of the 
1940's. 

There is a young Japanese boy 
who befriends the English boy and 
actually Saves his life，but what 
Spielberg does with the character 
Suggests that he is only using the 
Japanese boy to manipulate our 
feelings regarding Malkovich's 
character. 

Surely there must have been 
British who were as selfish as the 
Americans in prison camps and 
Americans who were honorable in 
their dealings with other Prisoners， 
but that doesn't fit the flm's plan. 
As brilliant as Spielberg is as a 
technician，even when he _ tries to 
instill humanistism，he has trouble 
with stereotypes. 

But all these questions came after 
the experience of a spectacular 
fm。， The fact that Emmapire oF ine 
Su could be Shortened by abonut 
13 minutes with no il effect， 
doesn't detract from Spielberg's 
achievement， The fim shows what 
people mnust do to survive war and 
has an unforgettable performance 
by Bale. I was not bored for one 
second;i but some: viewers might -be.

Break the Silence Coalition Continues 
To Flight Against Anti-Asian Violence 


By GRANDE LUM 


The phenomena of anti-Asian vio- 
lence is not new. In the mid-1800's 
Chinese were discriminated against， 
attacked by mobs and barred from 
employment， Laws passed during 
this era opened the doors for many 


， brutal atrocities. 


Eor example，the 1854 _ California 
State Supreme Court ruled that 
Chinese could not testify against 
whites. Any type of crime could be 
committed against Chinese without 
Punishment，as long as no white 
Person was available to witness on 
bebalf of the Chinese. 


SCAPEGOATS 


Historically such discrimination 
has been linked to _ attitudes toward 
immigrants. During economic down- 
turns，immigrants become Scapegoats. 
In the late 1800'sS，much legislation 
Was enacted restricting the immigra- 
tioa and naturalization of Chinese. 
Recently，anti-Asian sentiment is 
growing again， especially when 
there is the feeling of competition. 

According to Mike Wong of the 
Break the _ Silence Coaltion，a _ group 
formed to fight anti-Asian violence， 
the influx of Asian immigrants was 
the greatest in raw numbers in US 
history from 1965-197$. Yet there 
has been a much greater backlash 
| against the Asians，such' as the boat

"Its tied in with the economic 
downturn that began after 197S and 
the conservative. era led by Reagan， 
A consolidated anti-Asian movement 
in _ this country made anything 
， Asian a Scapegoat." 

Understandable concern by labor 
unions over foreign competition 
does exist，according toO Wong，but 
"a shred of truth Shouldnot lead to 
an ideology of harassinent.” 

“The trade imbalance has nothing 
to do with Asian Americans，But 
during recessions，there's a simplis- 
tic analysis and people who 1look

COLOR CONSCIOUS 


Wong，a lawyer with the Asian 
Law Caucus， Pointed out that the 
Us is a color conscious society and

immigrants. 

The US governments Placement 
of Indochinese refugees in ghetto 
communities led to friction among 
different ethnic groups.， Earlier 
residents felt that they were losing 
Out on housing，jobs，and services. 
"TIhe US government at all levels 
had a lot to do with this，They 
intentionally created the antago- 
nism." 

These social and'political realities 
provide the backdrop， but each 
individual hate crime has its own 
tragedy. 

The fatal beating of Vincent ， 
Chin by two White auto Workers in， 
1982 is the most prominant case 
that galvanized Asian American 
comrmunities throughout the nation 
to take action. 


It illustrates mindless racial 
Violence stemming a twisted scape- 
goating mentality.

Recently,， a coalition of 
了 orean community groups formed 
in Tesponse to an alleged police 
attack on Yong Kook Ou，a 20- 
year-old 玉 orean student. 

During rush hour iDP midtowan 
New York，two police officers 
Snatched OUu off his bicycle， 
allegedly for riding his it against 
traffic，The two officers beat the 


Korean with such force，that wit- 


nesses yelled and pleaded with the 
police to stop. 

About 20 people from the .crowd 
followed the police and Ou to the 
Precinct to register complaints. 

The coalition， Koreans Against 
Anti-Asian Violence，has demanded 
that no charges be filed against OUu 
and that there be a vigorous inves- 
tigaion and prosecution of the two 
officers. 

In the Bay Area，there have been 
Tacial tensions between Laotians 
and blacks ipP Western Oakland， 了 In 
San Francisco，racist graffiti can be 
Seen 0D Chinese restaurants，and 
racially-motivated beatings， have 
taken occurred. 


CONFERENCE 


On May 10，1986，a conference 
was held on anti-Asian violence 
that resulted in the tormation of 
the Break the Silence Coalition. 

Lindsay Jang，a coalition steering 
committee member， stated that 
"Break the Silence serves as a 
reminder that racism isn't dead. The 
media feeds images of Asian success 
stories，But thats just not the way 
it jS." 

The coalition primarily plays the 
role of educator on the issue， 
through newsletters and forums. 

One forum concerned Asians and 
School violence. Gary Yee，amn assis- 
tant Principal from the Oakland 
Unified School District focused on 
the fact that Asians are both the 
offenders and victims in Tacial 
conflicts。，Yee said that "it is the 
resSponsibility of the district， 


including teachers to prevent vio- 
lence whenever possible:" 


Keith Choy，executive director of 
Chinatown Youth Center， 
oObserved that violence is directed 
primarily toward new arrivals， 
especially Southeast Asian refugees. 

Choy stated that students are 


searching for identity or just need 


Protection， and increasingly are 
turning to gangs. 

He _ recommended assisting Asian 
parents in wdrking with their chil- 
dren as well as more sensitive 
teachers and counselors to assist 
students cope with violence and 
harassment. 


David 玉 akishiba，executive direc- 


tor of Berkeley Asian Youth Center， 


fells that violence could be stemmed 
through increased ， cross-cultural 
ITespect and understanding. He 
believes that ethnic study programs 
promote pride，identity and under- 
standing among students. 

Other forums have concerned the 
English only movement and national 
issues in anti-Asian violence. 

In addition the coalitionm has 
served as an advocate for hate- 
crimes legislation at all governmen- 
tal levels. 


In written testimony to the Cali- 
fornia Assembly Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety， the coalition Supported 
the Racial，Ethnic，Religious and 
Minority Violence Bil which was 
passed and signed into law in Sep- 
tember. 

The coalition supported HR 1248， 
a bill in the US Congress to require 
the Department of Justice to record 
and publish _ statistics on crimes 
motivated by racial，religious and 
ethnic hatred. 


CONGRESSMAN MINETA 


Congressman Norman Mineta，the 
bill's co-sponsor，commented，”There 
is 3a perception that hate crimes are 
on the rise。 We cannot identify and 
fght such trends without an identi- 
fication System such as that created 
by this law. 

Coalition members， Particularly 
Wong，have worked closely with the 
SF Police Department to establish 
more extensive Teporting redquire- 
ments for racial，sexual orientation 
and incidents of violence against 
minorities. 

"Break the Silence" Plans to reach 
out to other 邯 oups. Jang said，"Our 
effectiveness will be greater 让 we 
bridge with other groups with the 
Same problems.” 

Thbe Hispanic community faces 3 
Similar problem of negative atti- 
tudes toward immigrants。By com- 
municating and joining with other 


groups their voice would be mnuch 


greater，according to Jang. 

A self-contained educational 
package is Planned，in which a 
Slide show or short flm and ques- 
tion and answer materials about 
anti-Asian violence will be distrib- 
uted to interested organizations. 


Networking with other anti-hate 
crime coalitions has been done，bnut 
more is in the works. "We found 
that everybodys problem is identi- 
cal，but there are different manifes- 
tations,” said Wong. 

"Communities on the Ti Coast 
and West Coast are relatively organ- 
ized. A sense of a national agenda 
is being developed that pulls collec- 
tive issues _ together that must be 
paid attention to."
